Woods, and Drew, Grimes 


Forty four and one half percent 
of the voters of Wilmington, a 
total of 1669, elected Joseph H. 
Woods and Wavie M. Drew to the 
Board of Selectmen, and Eleanor F. 
Grimes and Arthur V, Lynch to 
the School Committee. In other 
elections, in which there was no 
contest, Ralph Currier became the 
new Moderator, and Gardner 
Ritchie was re-elected to the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority. 

The surprise of the election was 
the strength of the support given 
to Woods. Considered by many pol- 
itical observers to have only slight- 
ly better than an even chance to 
be re-elected, Woods polled first 
place, with 1108 votes. Mrs. Drew 
came in second with 976, and An- 
drew P. Ring, who some persons 
had thought might beat Woods 
came in third with 862 votes. There 
were two votes cast for others, and 
390 blanks. 

In the race for School Committee 
the two incumbents, Eleanor F. 
Grimes and Arthur V. Lynch won 
easily over their opponent, Fred T. 
Corum, who waged a losing battle 
of stickers. Grimes had 1184 votes, 
Lynch 1057, Corum 583, and there 
were 6 votes for other persons, with 
508 blanks. 

Corum, originally a candidate for 
Moderator, scored almost as many 
votes there as he did for the School 
Board, although he had thrown his 
support to Ralph R. Currier. Corum 
had-474 votes, Currier 104, there 
were 14 votes for othersyand,137 
blanks. 

Gardner I. Ritchie received 
nice endorsement from the elector- 
ate, with 139% votes. There were 19 
votes for others, and 254 blanks.

The Crusader stands solidly behind the water extensions 
The promise has heen made that water will he extended this 
year. It was made some time ago. It is not the time to go back 
on that promise. 


The Crusader does not know exactly how it stands on the! 
water meter question. It recommends t 
own judgement 

The water situation, in Wilmington. as in many other! 
towns, is complicated. Every person has his own particu’ar 
argument 

Any water department shou'd be 
not approve of the devious subversions of tax money, practiced | 
insome places, not necessarily in water departments, but in any} 
town, city, state or in the National Government itself, Some 
departments, such as, for instance, schools, have to be sup 
ported by tax money. We feel that a pub'ic utility should be 
self supporting. | 

In this town we feel that all of the people are entit'ed to 
town water, in their homes, and fire protection. | 

Fire Protection is definitely a part of the service of the! 
Water Department. It should be paid, as such, For years we | 
have appropriated $7500 a year, for Hydrant Rental, which| 
fact recognized the service rendered. Tewksbury, tov, paid us| 
$00 a year, for the hydrants on Lake Street 

This year. there is no appropriation for hydrant rental, 
and we believe it is not inc’uded in the Town Managers Bud 
get. This, in effect, is unfair to the Water Department, hy put-

Miss Eliopoulos says that 
self-employed persons who 
have been in work that counts 
toward social security since 
1950 now have insurance pro- 
etction at least until mid-1955 
from that work alorie.

The salaries of the Patrolmen, 
in the Police Department, are to 
be increased from a base pay of 
$2300, to $3000, Barrows stated. 
This increase was being made at 
the insistance of the ance Com- 
mittee. No other officials seemed 
to want this increase. In addition 
to this, the patrolmen would be 
getting a 6% Cost of Living Bonus. 
The salaries of the officials of the 
Police Department were also being 
increased, that of the Sergeant go-

In general, Department Heads 
were getting a $300 increase. Be- 
cause of this, the Finance Commit- 
tee had opposed an ‘allowance for 
Cost of Living Bonus for Heads of 
Departments.
